> A switchman for the C., H. & D-, 
a the North Lima yards Saturday 
rvenlng, about 11 o'clock, was knocked 
down and ran over by a backing 
train and received injuries which 
proved fatal yesterday 
afternoon 


about 3 o'clock. 


Mr. Slauson was an old railroad 


man and had been in the employ of 
the C., H. £ D. as a switchman for 
about two months. He was working 
Saturday night under Conductor 
Long. Their engine was No. 83, 
which was ran by engineer Singleton 
and Fireman Kirk. The crew had 
been in North Lima making up a 
train on station order. 


While they were switching, engine 


No. 81, run by Engineer Dickman 
and in charge of Conductor Sweeney, 
came down the track to get three 
cabooses. 
Engineer Dickman saw 


the accident and related it as fol- 
lows: 


He said it was 10:45 p. m. when 


his engine, No. 81, came up and 
stood on the main track, waiting for 
engine S3 to get cut of the way with 
a small cut of cars. Conductor Long f 
and Switchman Slauson cut the cars 
on the main track to clear track No. 
10. They headed in on track 14. 
They then backed up on track No. 10, 
picked up a small cut of cars and 
came cut onto the main track. Slau- 
son coupled the cars together on the 
main track. Engine 83 then headed 
back on track 10. The track was 
cleared, and Conductor Long and 
Slauson stepped back onto track 10 to 
eet out of the way of engine 81. 
They stood watching engine 81 pass 
white S3 was backing down onto 
them. 


Engineer Dickman had moved his 


engine not more than forty feet when 
he saw Long throw himself out of 
the way of the backing train. Slau- 
son stepped back onto track 10, and 
as he did BO was struck by the rear 
car. 
He was knocked down and his 


right arm fell across the track. It 
was mangled to the shoulder, and 
the axle box struck his head, fractur- 
ing his skull over the left eye. He 
had an ugly scalp wound also over the 
right eye." Engine 81 whistled for S3 
to stop. The mangled 
body was 


placed on a flat car and taken to the
